wHicH IS TO COME UP OVER THE 
FORCE BILL. 


AN ATTEMPT TO PASS IT 


Will be Made by the Republicans of the 
Senate—The Republicans’ Plan isto Ex- 
haust the Democrats by Long Session. 


WasHinaTon, July 9.—[Special.]—The out- 
fook with reference to the force bill is becom- 
§ng decidedly foreboding, and some very shrewd 
political maneuvering is going on on both 
gides. The whole force of the administration 
4s now behind the bill, and it seems that the 

ers have determined to pass it through the 


‘genate at this session, notwithstanding the 


consequences to the old rules of the senate or 
anything else. 

Many of those senators who have heretofore 
opposed the bill have been converted, and 
gome who are “‘unalterabiy”’ opposed to it, are 
said to be anxious to be “forced” into line by 
caucus decree. Indeed, the only republican 
senator who will not waive his convictions is 
Senator Hale, of Maine, who is Mr. Blaine’s 
right bower in the senate. He will probably 
use all his influence to defeat the measure, but 
{f the republicans in caucus decide to pass it at 
this session, his opposition will amount to 
nothing. What is to be done is to be decided 
tomorrow night at a republican senatorial cau- 
éus, which was called today. 

THE REPUBLICAN PLAN. 

The republicans of both honses are asserting 
very positively today that the bill will pass at 
this session. The democrats, however, do not 
gee how they can do this without changing the 
rules. However, the key to the republican 
programme, as far as any republican can know 
before the caucus action, was probably out 
lined by Senator Spooner this afternoon. 

“When we get ready to pass the federal elec- 


tion bill,” he said, ‘‘after making due allow- 


ance for senatorial courtesy, we shall proceed 
to pass it.”’ 

“Then you are contemplating changing the 
rules?’’ was asked. 

“Not at all,” responded the Wisconsin sena- 
tor. “Let me recite a little history, which 
may, perhaps, in this instance, be repeated. 
Jn 1871, when the present law under 
which federal supervisors are appointed passed 
the talking to death tactics were threatened 
by the democratic senators. No less a person 
than the old Roman, Allen G. Thurman, of 
Ohio, arose in his seat and declared that as 
Jong as he was able to stand on his feet the 
hill should not pass. Then Senator Sherman 
arose and announced that the senate would fe- 
main in continuous session until the vote was 
taken ; that no speeches would be made on the 
republican‘ side and no amendments offered, 
The democrats talked for forty hours. At 3 
o’clock on the morning of the second day’s de- 
bate, after offering thirteen amendments and 
having them all voted down, the democrats 

ielded, from physical exhaustion, and the 
Pin was passed.”’ 

The above would indicate that the repub- 
lican plan will be to wear the democrats out 
and then pass the bill. 7 

THE DEMOCRATIC VIEW. 

On the other hand the democrats have 
already started the fight, and they seem deter- 
mined to stay with the republicans until every 
one of them will be simply compelled to give 
ip from physical exhaustion. .The democrats 
are now engaged in talking against time on 
the conference report on the silver bill, and 
they will continue this until they learn of the 
kepublican action on the force measure. If 
the republicans determine to pass the Dill, 
then the democrats will block everything from 
this out, not only the silver bill, but the tariff 
bill, the appropriation bills, the river and har- 
bor bills, conference reports, and, indeed, every- 
thing, until the republicans decide to with- 
draw the obnoxious force bill, or else 
until they pass it, 

Thus, upon the result of tomorrow night’s 
caucus, the date of adjournment depends, If 
it is decided not to pass the bill, congress can 
adjourn ina month. However, if it is decided 
to pass it, adjournment cannot be had before 
October.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Presiding Officer In- 
galls announced his signature to the bill for 
the admission of Wyoming as a state. The 
Dill now goes to the president for his signature.

Mr. Cockrell, read an extract from an article 


in yesterday’s New York Evening Post, a 
paper opposed, he said, to silver legisiation in 
all its forms, to the effect that the conference 
report contained some features not embraced 
in either the house bill or the senate bill and 
tending to make ita better measure than 
either ; also stating that the purpose of the sil- 
ver men had been ‘‘foiled.’’

That article is from a very able representative 
of the gold interest, and it is a warning to the 
senator from Nevada (Mr. Jones) that-he has 
abandoned the cause of the equalization of sil- 
This conference report is in- 
tended as a bold’ declaration that 
the country is still on a_ single 
gold standard, and thatin the redemption of 
these notes gold must be used. 

The secretary of the treasury can drive the 
country to part with every’dollar of its gold, 
and can lock up in the vaults of the treasury 
every silver dollar. Thatis the most danger- 
ous power ever given to a secretary of the 
treasury, since the foundation of the govern- 
nent. 

AT THE SECRETARY'S DISCRETION. 

Mr. Platt—Does the senator mean to say 
that he would not give to the secretary of the 
treasury discretion as to which coin he would 
pay in? 

Mr. Cockrell—I certainly would give him 
that discretion, and I would say ‘‘redeemable 
in coin.”’ 


Mr. Scott—That is all that there is to this. 

Mr. Cockrell—That is true, but there is with 
it a declaration which is a fatal thing, and that 
is that the gold standard still exists and‘ must 
be maintained.

SENATOR JONES SATISFIED. 

Mr. Jones, of Nevada—That is not all we 
want. 

Mr. Cockrell--In other words, the distin- 
guished senator from Nevada is willing to 
abandon the double standard, to make silver a 
mere commodity, to stop its coinage and to tell 
the people of the country that he has done 
something for them in the restoration of the 
double standard. He is willing to 
make silver a commodity; to place 
ison an equality with tobacco and hemp, 
and wheat and oats, and bacon, and lard. He 
favors the plan of the Farmers’ alliance, to es- 
tablish warehouses for the storage of silver, in 
connection with other commodities. That is 
treading on dangerous ground. This com- 
promise—this conference bill—is a total 
abandonment of all pretentions to a double 
standard. 

Mr. Daniel addressed the sonate. He did 
not agree with some of the criticisms on the 
Janguage of the conference bill. He took it 
that the clause as to the market price, signified 
only gp what-:it —— at first biush to 
signify, and he asked Mr. Sherman if that was 
not its intent and purpose. 

SHERMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr.- Sherman mid that, as he had stated 
yesterday, the view of the conference com- 
mittee was that the secretary of the treasury 
would be bound to buy four and a half million 
ounces of silver per month at its market price, 
and that his failure to do so would be a breach 
of public duty. 

Mr. Daniel recognized that that was the 
plain English of the provision, and said that 
while the language was a little different from 
what had been used in other bills, it was not 
different in its net significance. The language 
was not sufficient to lead the senate to vote 
against the measure, if it were other- 
wise responsive to the demands 
of the conntry and to the exigencies 
of time. P se bill would greatly increase the 
volume of currency. But yet he was not pre- 
pared to vote for the conference bill. There 
were features in it which he did not approve. 
Silver had, however, won the battle. Silver 
had never such vantage ground as it now 
held. There was no more doubt that this 
congress would not adjourn without leaving a 
free coinage bill on the statute book, than 
there was that the hands would continue to 
turn on the dial of the clock, and that one 
day would bring forth another. 

REPUBLICANS AFRAID OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Daniel went on to speak of republican 
senators being affrighted from the assertion of 
their views by the shadow of a veto. He 
would not conjure them to take any step 
which he himself would not take if he were in 
the situation that they occupied; nor could he 
reproach them if they receded from their posi- 
tion before the a of executive in- 
terference. His observation of public men 
andof public affairs had induced him to feel 
and know what was the great power and.in- 
fluence of the executive branch of_the govern- 
ment. He was willing to die in the last ditch, 
if driven to it, but he did not want to 
die on the triumphant.march of executive 
sunstroke. The silver question was 4 great 
deal bigger than the presidemt of the United 
States—whether the president’s name were 
Benjamin Harrison or Grover Cleveland—and 
it was never going to be won, as it ought to 
be, until the senate was as great as the ques- 
tion. The senate and house ought never to 
give up the vantage ground which silver had 

ained, but would reply to those who opposed 
ft as a gallant officer replied to a demand for 
his surrender; ‘Come and take me.’ He 
objected to the conference bill, because its 
tendency, was not to preserve a gold 
standar of value, but to create one. 
It played into the hands of those 
who, being astute in the use of words, used 
them, according to the Talleyrand idea, for 
the purpose of concealing thoughts. The sil- 
ver was, under the conference bill, to be pur- 
chased at the commodity value, and silver 
bullion was not to be given a money value. 
It was the studied effort of the bill so to range 
and rank the classes as to force gold into the 
pockets of the bondholders, and to leave to 
others than bondholders the scraps from the 
table. That was the object. 

This last assertion }rought contradictions. 
from Messrs. Sherman and Allison, the former 
stating that fully ninety-eight per cent of in- 
terest on the public debt was paid in the shape 
of checks and drafts, which were cashed in 
paper money. 

DANIEL’S REPLY TO SHERMAN. 


To aremark by Sherman that since resamp- 
tion, in 1879, he had never discriminated against 
silver, Mr. Daniel made the reply that he 
wanted no better evidence of discrimination 
than the conference bill which had come from

THE SAMOAN EXPENSES. 


Mr. Hitt Tells What the United States Did 
in the Samoan Trouble. . 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—In the house MR | 
Farquhar, ef New York, called up the confer 
ence report on the bill appropriating $75,000 
for the relief of Albert H. Emery, and de 
manded the previous questiow thereon. After 
a good deal of time, used up by debate, the 
conference report was agreed to. 

Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, from the committee om 
foreign affairs, reported back the resolution 
requesting the president to furnish the house 
with the correspondence between the govern- 
ment of the United States and Great Britain; 
touching the subjects in dispute in Behring 
sea since March 4, 1889. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Hitt presented the conference report on 
the diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill. In the course of discussion, reference 
having been made to the appropriation made 
by the last bill, for the protection of Uni 
States rights in Samoa, Mr. McMillin, of Ten- 
nessee, declared that it how appeared that the 
entire result of the Samoan negotiations had 
been toenthrone a king who had been de 
throned by his people—a fact not generally 
known. Our representatives sent abroad for 
the purpose of settling Samoan matters had 
actually gone to the extent of our overriding 
the will of the people of Samoa, and setting 
upas king a scapegrace who had been de- 
throned, and moreover, this American admin- 
istration had undertaken to pay a part of the } 
expenses of his kingdom. 

Mr. Hitt Sasnaunied the previous question, 
(declining to yield to Mr. McMillin, who. was 
a of continuing the Samoan contro.

Thereupon Mr. McMillin raised the point of 
no quorum, pending which Mr. Rogers, of Ar- 
kansas, moved that the house adjourn.

The vote on tabling motion to reconsider re- 
sulted—yeas 104, nays 50, the speaker counting, 
through the clerk, a quorum, and declaring the 
motion carried. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, challenged 
the correctness of the count, instancing the 
names of Messrs. Enloe, Herbert, Crain and 
Fithian, and stating that they had not been 
present. Subsequently, on representations 
made by Messrs. Pavice, of Illinois, and Stock- 
bridge, & withdrew his challenge to the names 
of Messrs. Crain and Fithian, but persevered 
in it as far as the names of Messrs. Enloe and 
Herbert were concerned. “ 

The speaker, while admitting the necessity 
for absolute correctness in the record of thog » 
members — and not voting, stated that, 
even eliminating the names of Messrs. Enloe 
and Herbert, there was a quorum present. 
He, therefore, declared the motion to table 
carried, and put the question on agreeing to 
the conference report. 

The vote resulted, yeas 111, nays 33, and 
the speaker was unable to count a quorum, so 
the conference report was not agreed to for the 
present, : 

Mr. Dingley entered a motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the marine signal bill was 
passed, and then, at 5:55, the house ad- 
journed. 


‘BELDEN’S BLAST. 


The Republican Press Called Upon to Urge 
the Necessity for the Force Bill. 


WASHINGTON, ee 9.— Representative 
Belden.of New York, chairman of the repub- 
lican congressional committee, has issued the 
following address to the republican editors of 
the country: 

The republican party, in its several national 
platforms, has pledged the country that as one of 
the fundamental planks it would see to the 
execution of the provision of the constitution 
which guarantees to ever lawful voter 
in federal elections his right to deposit 
his ballot and have it counted for the candidate of 
his choice. That pledge, based on justice, in- 
volves merely the exercise of an unqyestionable 
constitutional right of overy American citizen. 
Nevertheless, the gravest election abuses in a 
large section of our country have deprived vast 
masses of their lawful franchise; have by fraudu- 
lent agencies imposed an unlawful representation 
in the national house of representatives, and have 
thus practically subverted the constitutiou in 
some of its most important and valuable pro- 
visions. A strict enforcement of this inalienable 
right is demanded as a solemn duty. 

YO question of negro supremacy, no usurpation 
of federal power is involved in thisissue. The 
national elections bill, which recently passed the 
house, deals only with national elections; it does 
not meddle, directly or indirectly, with state elec- 
tions, state officers, or state organizations. The 
states are very properly left to work out their own 
destiny through their agencies. Why, then, should 
the bill not become alaw? As deciaréd by Hon. 
McKinley, in his recent speechin the house, the 
passage of the federal election bill is the supreme 
duty of the hour. Its passage cannot longer be 
reasonably evaded. The hense, faithful and active 
in fulfillment of party pledges, zealous in per- 
formance of a great public trust,and undaunted 
by ro diabolical threats me —, ¢ the dem- 
ocratic party, prompt 1formed its duty b 
the able of the bill. PNov it only romaine tat 
the republican majority in the senate to emulate 
the house and permit the president, by his oe: 
ture to ratify and register the will of the nation. 
Will the senate promptly perform this imperative 
obligation ? 

The committee is in sion of information 
showing a concentrated effort on the part of the 
democratic party to ch the trend of public 
thought by poisoning the minds of people, and 
that sentiment may be manufactured that would 
deter congress from passing the national election 
law at this session. It is believed that a 
favorable expression of-opinion at this juncture 
from the republican press all al the 
line would be as forcible as timely, and would ex- 
ert a wholesome influence, and inspire legislators 
to the carrying out of the party’s pledge.

“GREAT DAMAGE BY THE CYCLONE. 


Unroofed, Bridges Blown Down 
and Wharves Destroyed—The Storm 
in the New England States. 


- CLEVELAND, O., July 9.—The wind storm 
which swept this city last evening was per- 
' haps the most severe as regards destruction to 
fesoretty ever experienced. The advance of 


| the storm seemed to be a number of sharp, 


— gusts of wind, that wrecked chimneys, 


+ blew down trees, and sent everything movable 


through the air. Its coming was shown by a 
cloud of dust fully a hundred feet high which 
obscured the sun and made the streets as dark 
as at midnight. Notasingle object could be 
discovered at the distance of fifty feet. Fine 
dust filled the eyes and sifted into clothing, 
Pand breathing to those on the streets was 
impossible without a kandkerchief pressed to 
_the nostrils. Then came rain in rushing, 
Swirling sheets, and beat down -many plants 
and caused an exceedingly heavy loss to crops. 
- The rainfall measured but three-tenths of an 
‘inch, however, and precipitation was therefore 
insufficient to cause heavy floods. 

The storm probably destroyed more trees 
than any that has occurred herein years. In 
every part of the city large trees were uprooted, 
as though they had been pulled from the 
ground by the force ofthe whirlwind, and 
streets everywhere are littered with [broken 
branches, and there was no lack of evidence 
that the storm was of most unusual violence. 
The course of wind was uncertain and it 
shifted in eddies, ond whirling currents ina 
manner best calculated to cause heavy losses 
to property. 

During the storm an elecric light mast at the 
corner of Bank and Lake streets fell witha 
deafening crash. The lights which it formerly 
supported could be seen almost fifteen miles 
further on the lake than the government 
beacon. Three immense hoisting machines on 
the ore docks were demolished. The loss on 
these alone will be $80,000. Thisisthe largest 
single item of loss, but the aggregate of the 
damage distributed about the city is immense. 

THINGS THOWN ABOUT AT ROUSE’S POINT. 

_ Rovsgr’s Pernt, N. Y., July 9.—About 3:30 
p. m. yesterday, this place was visited by the 
worst wind and hail storm ever knywn, de- 
molishing houses, trees, and upturning things 
in general, A fow moments before the storm, 
which came without warning, the steam 
yacht, Little Nellie, of this place, used for 
towing purposes, left this port with a pile 
driver, bound for the Vermont shore, distance 
about three mijies. When about a mile out, 
she was lost to sight, and little hopes were en- 
tertained for her reachinga safe harbor to 
await the pagsing storm. As soon as the 
storm was over search was made for the 
missing yessel. Twenty boats left port to look 
for her. The search was in vain, as she 
had gone down. Captain George 
Clarke, his son and Engineer Hill 
were drowned. But one man was saved, and 
he had a terrible experience. Being in the 
vilot house when the boat capsized, he also 
went down with the boRt, but when she struck 
bottom, he broke through a window and made 
his way to the surface of the water, where he 
battled with the wind, rain and hail for over 
an hour, being rescued in an exhausted con- 
dition. His hands and face were badly cut. 
For some reason, the man refused to give his 
name. Parties are searching for the missing 
bodies, but as yet without success. It is 
feared that there were other casualties, 
as several fishing parties on the lake have not 
yet put im an appearance. 
THE DAMAGE AT PLATTSBURG. 

WHITEHALL, N. Y., July 9.—The cyclone 
at Plattsburg last evening did considerable 
damage. The wires are all down. The Hotel 
Champlain, at Bluff Point, escaved. No 
guests lost or injured. 

A BLOW IN VERMONT. 

VERGENNES, Vt., July 9.—A terrific wind, 
rainand thunder storm passed over Vergennes 
last night, doing great damage. Hundreds of 
shade trees were blown down, several build- 
ings demolished and many others damaged. 
The streets during the storm were filled with 
fiying signs, slate, bricks and a black cloud of 
dust. The lightning flashed in a terrifying 
manner, and the thunder rolled heavily. At 
Ball Bluff, N. Y., nine men are reported 
drowned. 

MOST DISASTROUS IN MAINE, 

LEWIsToNn, Me., July 9.—Specials to the 
Journal from Somerset, Waldo, Oxford and 
Franklin counties indicate that last evening’s 
cyclone was one of the most disastrous that 
ever visited Maine. Sandy river railroad 
bridge, near Phillips was blown from its abut- 
ment into the river, at North Anson the bridge 
across Carrabasset river is so twisted as to be 
unsafe.

IT BLEW IN INDIANA. 

InpIAWAPOLIS, Ind., July 9.—A wind storm 
—one of the most severe of the season swept 
over central and western Indiana yesterday 
afternoon. The wind was very strong, and 
considerable damage was done to property and 
crops. Reports are coming in of extensive 
damage between this city and Terre Haute 
and north of the latter place. The Western 
Union Telegraph company suffered severely. 
Some of its wires between Terre Haute and 
here were blown down and connection could 
only be obtained by way of Chicago. So far 
no reports of loss of life have come in. 

LIGHTNING AND RAIN IN MICHIGAN.

The 
rain fell in torrents and the lightning flashed

| RIOTOUS STRIKERS. 


They Chase a Contractor Who Had Fired 
Upon Them. 

MILWAUKEE, July 9.—A special dispatch 
to the Sentinel, from West Superior, reports a 
serious riotous demonstration by the strikers 
there. It was expected that the strike 
amongst street laborers would be ended today 
by the men accepting the old wages of $1.75 a 
day. The despondency of the men was but 
the lull before the storm. About 200 of 
the strikers appeared in Main street this 
morning,and proceeded to the work on Twelfth 
street, where about forty men were employed. 
The strikers rushed upon them, and a fight en- 
sued, Contractor Sutton cut one man on the 
arm with ashovel. The strikers chased Sutton 
to his house, three blocks away, beating him 
with clubs. 

Later in the day,a mob arrived at the 
American Steel Revolver works. After din- 
ner another attempt was made to force the 
works. Contractor Anderson shot one 
man in the head, the bullet glancing 
and hitting a man named John Fotem in the 
left arm. The strikers then charged, but 
Anderson held his ground with a drawn re- 
volver while the members threw bricks and 
clubs and anything they could lay their hands 
on. When Mayor Patterson shee | a force of 
special police arrived on the ground the 
strikers were wild for Anderson’s life. An- 
derson was taken away and concealed in the 
second story of a carpenter shop. The 
strikers soon learned that he was concealed 
about the premises and a hunt ensued. By 
means of ladders the men climbed up and 
found him, but Mayor Patterson quieted the 
crowd by appointing a committee of strikers 
and a crowd of policemen to see Anderson to 
the city hall. 

Tonight fifty well known citizens have been 
sworn in as special policemen. 


Freight Handlers Strike. 


Torepo, O., July 9.—A strike of freight 
handlers on all the leading railroads of the 
city took place this afternoon. Men who have 
been working at 12 and 12} cents per hour de- 
manded 15 cents. The Lake Shore; Cincin- 
nati. Hamilton and Dayton; Wabash and St. 
Louis and Kansas City offered one quarter 
cent, but this was not satisfactory, and 200 
mon in the Lake Shore yards went out; ninety- 
five menin the Wabash freight house went 
next; the Michigan Central and Toledo, St. 
Louis and Kansas City next. 


THE LOTTERY AHEAD. 


The Senate Returns the Veto to the House 
of Representatives. 

NEw ORLEANS, July 9.—A Times-Democrat 
Baton Rouge special says; Tonight the lottery 
question and governor’s veto were submitted to 
the judiciary committee of the senate, with 
instructions to report in an hour. The com- 
mittee, by a vote of eight to three, made the 
following report, which was adopted by the 
senate, thus disposing of the whole matter: 

Resolved, By the senate of the state of 
Louisiana, in general assembly convened, that in 
vindication of the constitutional rH ¢t of the peo- 
ple of the state, and in keeping with the dignity of 
this senate, a distinct and separate, though co-or 
dinate branch of _ the overnment, the 
veto of the governor which is without 
authority or right, be respectfully returned to the 
house of representatives, and the clerk of the sen- 
ate be instructed to furnish his excellency, the 
governor, with a copy of this resolution. 

The report was adopted and the whole matter 
is now disposed of. 

The senate then adjourned till noon tomor- 
row.

A FINANCIAL PANIC, 


A Run on the Banks of the Argentine 
Republic. 

Borwnos Ayres, July 9.—The president of 
the Argentine Republic has authorized the 
issue. of bank notes to the amount of 
$100,000,008 for the purpose of relieving the 
financial situation. The rejection of the 
proposed sterling loan has caused great excite- 
ment on the bourse here. 

Despite the objections raised by the minister 
of finance, congress has referred to the finance 
committee the Cedula note bill providing for 
the emission of $100,000,000 notes, ten per cent 
of which shall be redeemed and burned an- 
nually. 

MONTEVEDIO, July 9.—The run on banks in 
this city continues, notwithstanding the fact 
that the government has decreed the forced 
currency of the notes of the National bank for 
six months. 

Lonpon, July 9.—The London agent cf the 
National bank of Uraguay has received a cable 
dispatch from Mentevedio stating thata law 
suspending the conversion into specie of notes 
of nattensl band for the maximum period of 
six months, has been decreed. 

The government guarantees the payment of 
notes of the bank, cedulas and government 
debts, all of which are payable in gold. The 
emission of bank notes will be limited to $12,- 
500,000, and will be guaranteed by proper 
officials today. This emission will be received 
everywhere the same as gold. The dispatch 
further states that absolute confidence prevails 
in monetary circles. 


Letter Carriers Strike. 


Lonpon, July 9.—Letter carriers, attached 
to the central postoffice, went on strike today. 
Delegates were oppointed by thecarriers to in- 
terview Postmaster General Raikes and laying 
the grievances of the men before him. Pend- 
a reply from the postmaster general the car- 
riers connected with the central office struck, 
and all mail deliveries in the district covered 
by them suspended. 

When the delegation arrived at the office of 
the postmaster general today they found him 
absent. They saw the subcontroller, how- 
ever, and stated the demands of the men to 
him, but he informed the members of the 
deputation that he was powerless to reply on 
his own responsibility. The deputation in- 
formed the men of the result of their visit, 
and the carriers decided to resume work until 
they could receive areply to their demands 
from Postmaster General Raikes himself. 


The Grenadiers Paraded. 

Lonpon, July 9.—In the house of commons 
today, Mr. Graham, member ofthe northwest 
division of Lanarkshire, asked the government 
what truth there wasin the reports that in- 
subordination prevailed in the Grenadier 
Guards. Mr. Stanhope, secretary of state for 
war, stated that the reports were much exag- 
gerated. There was some dissatisfaction, he 
said, on the battalion being ordered to parade 
on Monday. Forashort time the men failed 
to appear, but eventually the whole battalion 
paraded for duty and marched in perfect order 
to perform the duties assigned to them.

At least eighty-five per cent of 
the alliance people in North Carolina are 
strong and staunch democrats, and they will 
do nothing to detract from the strength of that 
party. The policy of the alliance in this state 
is not to endorse or support independent 
candidates, but to go into the demo- 
cratic conventions and capture them 
by the horns, toss the politicians 
and lawyers to one side, and nominate farmers 


of their choice for the various officesin the 


gift of the people of the state. 
CONGRESSMEN TO BE CAPTURED. 

This fall nine congressmen are ta be elected, 
besides the other state officers. The first con 
gressional convention met here today for the 
purpose of nominating a democratic candidate 
for congress from the fifth district. There 
were three candidates, viz.: J.C. Buxton, of 
Forsyth county, a lawyer and very able man;

The Merchants Are Determined To Secure 
Shoo Fly Trains. 


Macon, Ga., July 9.—[Special.]|—The mer- 
chants of Macon have devised another plan to 
secure shoo fly trains. THE CONSTITUTION 
was requested today to call a _  wmeet- 
ing of the committee of ten, 
appointed by. Chairman Harris, to 
meet in the city court room, ati1l o’clock, 
next Tuesday, on important business. 

The object of this meeting is to make ar- 
rangements to secure the shoo flies bya new 
plan, and one that the railroads cannot refuse 
to accept. 

The roads have all persistently refused to 
give Macon the trains asked for, but the mer- 
chants now propose to have them anyway. 
The ideais to charter a train, on two com- 
poms lines, and pay forit by monthly contri- 
yutions from a certain number of merchants. 
It will cost, so THR ConsTITUTION isinformed, 
in the neighborhood of 25 per day, 
to run a train a_ distance of eighty 
miles and return. This would mean 
$1,500 per month tor the two trains, or only 
$10 per month from 150 merchants. Macon 
certainly has this many enterpris- 
ing public / spirited business houses 
who would be willing to expend this amount 
simply for the good of the city, but there are 
more than this number here who can see the 
personal benefit to derived 
and who will take advantage of 
the chance to make such an investment. The 
meeting of the committee on Tuesday means 
that this proposition will be made the roads, 
and that it will be oniy a few more 
days before Macon has shoo fly trains.

Johnson, Mr. Frank Mills, Mr. Herman Bell- 
ingrath, Mr. Tom Bussey, and perhaps thirty 
pr thirty-five others might be mentioned. 

THE MEETING YESTERDAY. 

And afterall these years of peace the old 
J. M. I. is to be re-established. 

A meeting was held yesterday at the state 
Jibrary, at which were present a number of 
gentlemen interested in the project. 

Captain John Milledge was made chairman, 
and Judge R. L. Rodgers secretary. 

After considerable discussion a committee 
was appointed to formulate a plan of pro- 
cedure and to prepare a letter calling for a 
meeting of all the G. M. I. alumni in the 
state. 

The committee consists of Captain John 
‘Milledge, Captain E. P. Howell, Major John 
Fitten, Mr. Julius L. Brown, Mr. H. H. Caba- 
niss, Mr. L. J. Hill, Hon. J. W. Robertson, 
Mr. L. L. McCleskey, Professor C. M. Neel 
‘and Judge R. L. Rodgers. 

A subcommittee of three was appointed to 


mecure certain information needed—Professor 


Neel, Judge Rodgers and Mr. Cabaniss. 
The meeting was enthusiastic. 
The undertaking has enlisted not only hearty 


‘support of the G. M. I. alumni, but a general 
Sympathy outside. 


Governor Gordon is earnestly in favor of it. 

Business men, like Mr. Joel Hurt and others 
who were present yesterday, are in hearty ac- 
cord with the movement. 

The work is going to be pushed just as rap- 
jdly as possible, and there is no doubt of its 
juccess. 

THE PLAN IN GENERAL. 

The project is to take Professor Neel’s mili- 
tary school, Moreland park, as a nucleus or 
basis. 

The school is to be just what the old G. M. 
I. was, and what the military institutes of 
Michigan and Pennsylvania are now. 

he legislature is to give the name—nothing 
more. 

The institute isto be under the control of 
the state military advisory board. 

A board of visitorsis to be appointed an- 
nualiy by the governor to inspect and report 
and recommend. 

Reports are to be made regularly to the gov- 
ernor by the superintendent of the institute. 

In order to make it more thoroughly a state 
institution, ten scholarships—one from each 


“congressional! dissrict-—are to be offered the 


State at noininal cost, as was done under the 
old regime. 

tecognition is to be given the graduates of 
this school by the state by appointment to po- 


- gitions in the state militia. 


The present military school at Moreland 
park, near E lgewood, is the best nucleus that 
could be had in the state for this purpose. 

No money is asked of the state. 

A stock company, with almost any amount 
‘Of capital, will be formed. They bear every 
expense. 

DON’T ANTAGONIZE THE UNIVERSITY. 

It is distinctly understood that the school 
does not. antagonize, in any way, the State 
university, 

Rather the opposite. 

It will fit young men for a nniversity course, 
and a better training school, and a feeder to 
the university—no expense to the state—could 
not be devised. 

THE OLD G. M. I. 

The Georgia Military institute was an acad- 
weiny for military training and education.  Al- 
though it was called a state institute, the act 
of incorporation reads like, and appears to 
have been, a charter for a private institution. 
The act was “to incorporate the Georgia Mili- 
tary institute, and for other purposes therein 
named.’’ Approved December 8, 1851. 

The incorporators were: David Irwin, An- 
drew J. Hansell, William P. Young, John H. 
Glover, Martin G. Slaughter, David Dobbs, 
John Jones, Charles J. McDonald, William 
Harris, Mordecai Myers and James Brannon. 

The institute was situated at Marietta, in 
Cobb county, about twenty miles from At- 
Janta. At first it was under the direction of 
Colonel A. V. Brumby as superintendent. It 
opened with only seven cadets in July, but 
the number was soon increased, and it became 
in a little while avery popular institution. 
“The government and discipline of the in- 
Btitute were strictly military, and the course 
of studies was thoroughly scientifie and 
practical, being modeled as nearly as possible 
after the United States military academy at 
West Point.” The cadets there were young 
men from the first families of Georgia, and 
the annual commencemoents, before the war, 
were usually attended by numerous people of 
the very best element of social and intellectual 
Standing and attainments, and of wealth and 
worth in every way. : 

The school flourished even to the time, 1864, 
when the campaign opened between Bragg 
and Sherman above Dalton. : 

General F. W. Capers was then superintend- 
ent. 

The institute was situated oh the summit of 
one ofthe foot hills of the now renowned 
Kenesaw mountain, and in plain view of the 
mountain. As the contending armies fought 

and marched on our Georgia soil, the moun- 
tam and the institute came within the 
Way of their operations. They could go to the 
mountein, but the mountaiz would not go to 
them nor get out of their way, and though 
thousands of brave men fe!l in death around it 
and on it, itis there yet. The cadets at the 
institute became more and more sanguine and 
restless, as the armies came nearer. Study of 
books was practically given up, in view of the 
More thrilling prospect of service in the war. 

ilitary enthusiasin was at fever heat.

ing the advance of that day, May 9, 1864, that 
we came in contact with the Georgia Cadets 
from the Military institute at Marietta, who 
had come out from the woods at Resaca, and 
formed their line behind a rail fence. Aftera 
volley from the cadets, which killed several of 
our men, our regiment charged them.”’ 

Thus it is shown and acknowledged by one 
of out opponents that the cadets were intrepid 
and effective in their very first engagement. 

The battalion was commanded by Major 
Capers, the superintendent. Company A was 
commanded by Captain J. 8. Austin ; company 
B was commanded by Captain Victor E. Man- 
get, who was the junior profesgor of French at 
the institute. These officers were skilled tacti- 
cians, and had the confidence of the cadets. 
In the charge upon them at Resaca, the cadets 
acted with remarkable coolness and diséretion, 
as though they were veterans, and were com- 
plimented and praised by their officers. 
Though it is acknowledged that they 
killed several of the federals, not one 
of the cadets was hurtin that charge. They 
were elated with their first experience in war, 
and it was almost the sole topic for many 
days, and the friends of the corps, at Marietta, 
were equally jubilant with ‘‘the boys.” 

But that little brush of a battle could not 
long remain for discussion, as other important 
movements were succeeding each other every 
day. The armies were coming nearer to the 
institute. For some days the cadets did 
provost duty about Mariettaahd Kennesaw 
mountain. After about. a week in this sort of 
duty orders came for them to legve the insti- 
tute. 

They were proud of their going, and de- 
lighted with the prospect of active service, 
but there was an undercurrent of sadness. 

Probably not one of them ever saw the old 
institute again before it was destroyed and 
burned by the federal army. 

From the institute the battalion was sent to 
West Point,Ga., and was camped on the 
bariks of the Chattahoochee five or six weeks. 
In July they came to Atlanta and took their 
place in the line at the river. 

Over the river they had to cross an open 
field, and then a shower of shells was sent 
towards them from federal batteries, but no 
one of the boys was hurt. Major Capers was 
in front of the cadets, and said he never saw 
any soldiers more steady than ‘‘his boys’’ were 
under their first fire of artillery. hen the 
army fell back to Atlanta the cadets were in 
line, and almost every day were under 
fire of the enemy. The service in the 
trenches was very hard and severe for 
such young soldiers, and it soon  be- 
gan to tell heavily on tbe little bat- 
talion. Several of them became sick and 
died. Cadet Samuel W. Goode was struck by 
a minnie ball in the shoulder. His wound was 
severe, but he finally recovered, and since the 
war he has become prominent as a lawyer and 
real estate dealer, and everybody in Atlanta 
knows himnow. He wasacadet, from Stewart 
county. 

It wasin the afternoon of that same day 
there was considerable firing on the lines and 
cannonading, when Cadet Alexander, of For- 
syth, Ga., was instantly. killed by a cannon 
ball, twelve pounder, solid shot. 

About Atlanta other cadets were wounded. 
Lieutenant Courvoisie, of Savannah, was 
wounded in his right hip by a minnie Dall. 
He recovered, and since the war 
has been connected with the Cen- 
tral railroad of Georgia as pay- 
master. Cadet Anderson, of South Carolina, 
was wounded in the knee, and was sent to the 
hospital and died. The cadets did good serv- 
ice in the siege of Atlanta, and promptly re- 
sponded as best they could do toevery demand 
and command for duty. Many of them became 
sick by the severe exposures In the trenches. 

In September, 1864, they were sent to Mil- 
ledgeville, where they went into camp on the 
ground around the old capitol. Some of 
them were given furloughs, and several of 
those who went home on furloughs never 
returned toourcamp They were taken sick, 
and died, and went to their long home to rest 
from war. Amongst those who died after they 
went on furlough were Johnnie McLeod, of 
Emanuel county ; Seab. Montgomery, of Schley 
county, and Edmund Jordan, of Washington 
county. 

The cadets were encamped at Milledgeville 
until November, 1864, when Sherman’s march 
through Georgia put them again in action. 
They went to Gordon and on to Oconee bridge 
on the Central railroad. At the bridge sev- 
eral were killed and wounded. Cadet Marsh, 
of Cartersville, was wounded, and died in’ 
Savannah. In the afternoon of the first day 
of the battle at Oconee bridge the cadets were 
put into line in the swamp on the west side of 
the Oconee river, and met Sherman’s men in 
that swamp. 

At the bridge that day also Cadet Sergeant 
J.S. Todd, of West Point, was wounded in 
the arm close up tothe shoulder. It was am- 
putated by Drs. S. D. Brantley and J. R. 
Smith, of Sandersville, Ga. Cadet Todd was 
sent to a hospital, where he recovered from 
the illness consequent to the wound and 
amputation. After the close of the war 
he became a physician, and _ practiced 
medicine at his Lomi, West Point, Ga. 
In 1875 he moved to Atlanta, to prac- 
tice his profession, and is now the pop- 
war and distinguished Dr. Todd, who is so 
well known and beloved by people here. Ca- 
det Hamilton, of Columbia county, and Cadet 
Myrick, of Milledgeville, were wounded at 
Oconee bridge. There were other commands 
besides cadets at that engagement, and some 
of their members were killed and wounded. 
The cadets then were in front of Sherman’s 
army all the way to the sea. At several 
places they were in skirmishes. From 
Oliver. Station the cadets were sent 
on to Savannah, where they’ were 
in line forabout two weeks. They were among 
the last troops to leave the city, before Sher- 
man entered and took possession. From there 
they went into South Carolina, and eventually 
came to Augusta, and camped there a few 
weeks, then were sent to Milledgeville, where 
they camped from February to April. 

About the time that Genera! Lee surren- 
dered, the cadets were sent to Augusta. It 
was supposed that they were going on to join 
the army of General Johnston, in North Caro- 
lina, but his surrender soon followed. that of 
Lee, and the cadets were the last of the organ- 
ized forces of the confederacy east of the Mis- 
sissippiriver. They were disbanded at Augusta, 
and ‘the boys’’ went to their homes, as did 
the other soldiers, submissive in the general 
defeat, yet proud of their service to their be- 
loved state.

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THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


THE LATE ASSEMBLY AT MOHONK, 


NEW YORK. 


Mr. John Glenn, of Baltimore, Gives Some 
Interesting News on the Present Aspect 
of the Negro Problem. 


A few weeks ago a meeting of prominent 
persons assembled at Lake Mohonk, N. Y., to 
discuss the negro question, looking toward the 
ascertainment of a basis upon which it could 
be approached by men of different parties,both 
north and south, in a spirit of fairness, candor 
and conciliation. At that meeting Mr. John 
Glenn, a highly respectable citizen of Balti- 
more, and a man of travel and culture, made 
the following apposite address: 

Mx. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: In 
rising to address so distinguished an audience as 
this, and after the eloquent addresses, which if 
has been my pleasure and privilege to listen to, I 
must confess that I feel somewhat appalled. I am 
no orator. I ama simple business man, and the 
ideas which I shall advance are only from the 
practical side. But first let me return my thanks 
to Mr. Smiley, to whose kind courtesy—al- 
though a perfect stranger to him—I owe my pres- 


ence here. 


Allow me, also, to tender my thanks to you, 
ladies and gentlemen, for the privilege which 1 
have enjoyed in listening to the words of wisdom 
and Christian consideration, which have charac- 
terized the utterances of the last two days. These 
days have to me been a_ *revelation. 
It is the first time that I have 
ever felt that I could speak with perfect 
freedom with northern men, and that notwith- 
standing our divergence of views, it was possible 
for us to interchange ideas with that mutual con- 
sideration without which the solution of any 
problem would be impossible. After the 
course which these discussions have taken 
I can say without hesitation that, if the mind of 
the north and the mind of the south can be 
brought together outside of this parlor as they 
have come together within it, the negro problem 
would be solved, With harmony, I do not believe 
that any problem can present itself to this por- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon mind which will not be 
easy of solution. Without harmony you have 
lately tried to solve a problem, and it has con- 
vulsed the life of the nation to its very centre. 
But to bring about this armony 
the attitude of the south and north must 
both be changed. was brought 
up to believe thata man who was able to hold a 
slave, and would refuse to do so, was guilty of 
moral cowardice, in rejecting the responsibility. 
This idea I cannotexpect you to accept. On the 
other hand, you must not expect me to believe 
that slavery was sin, and that the slaveholder 
was a moral reprobate, to be saved, 
not by grace, but by the uncovenanted mercies 
of the Almighty. You will ‘have to learn to 
regard the institution as a step In the hands of 
Providence in the progress of the race, and to look 
at it, not from a sentimenta!, but from an histori- 
cal point of view.. We all know the part that the 
feudal system has played in the progress of civil- 
ization. We would not wish it back again. 
There are many things connected with 
it which we would not repeat today. 
But the feudal system was far in advance 
of the Roman slavery which it replaced, as it was 
behind the liberty of the eighteenth century which 
supplanted it; and so with slavery, it was a step 
in the civilization of the race and as far ahead of 
the African barbarism, whose place it took,'‘as it 
was behind the freedom, for which it made way. 

It has been mentioned here that the race has 
made more progress within twenty-five years than 
any other race known to history. It has, and it 
has only because as Dr. Harris has said, it has 
been for 200 years so near to the Anglo-Saxon 
heart, and it is to the civilization of the master 
and its influence that this wonderful progress has 
been possible, for which you admire the race and 
so properly commend it. 

Again, what are the evils with which our civili- 
zation is struggling today, and which are trying 
its very soul? Pauperism, insanity, drunkenness, 
and the great socialevil. These found no place in 
slavery. There was at times impurity, but differ- 
ing neither in degree nor kind from the impurity 
found among our laboring classes today. But the 
great social evil did not exist among the race, 
although since freedom it has a in startling 
proportions. Now, Mr. President, I can onl 
say that a civilization which could absolutely 
control such evils, evils with which our civiliza- 
tion is today confessing its inability to grapple— 
such an institution, I say, could not have been en- 
a the creation of the devil, but must have had 
its place in the great providential scheme. 


Again, I have heard the evils of freedom alluded f 


to. If freedom has brought with it evils, the only 


cure for these evils is more freedom. So 
You are not applying this remedy. You are con- 


trolling the black man today by a slavery more ty- 
rannous and cruel than was ever African slavery. 
You are placing him in a false position, for which 
he is today unfitted and unprepared, for you are 
telling him that he is the social equal of the 
southern man, while you are showing him 
by your practice that he is not the social 
equal of his brother from the north, and 
you are thus antagonizing him against those with 
whom he is to live, and upon his harmonious asso- 
ciation with whom depends his elevation and civ- 
ilization, and the welfare too, of those who are 
naturally and by situation his best friends. 

One more werd and [have done, and in this ® 
am sure that any of you will not agree with me. 

This question, in my opinion, is in its essence 
not national, but local. The Indian question is a 
national one. It is a national heritage anda 
national obligation. It presses upon all parts 
alike and presses upon no section; that is not the 
case with the negro problem. The responsibility 
of their presence has been placed upon the south, 
and they should manage it. I do not mean that 
we do not want your help. We need your 
money to help us to build the schools 
which our insufficiency of means does not enable 
us to supply. Your system of education is more 
complete than ours, and we want your noble 
women, who are willing to sacrifice their comfort 
and their lives, to help usin this best of all mis- 
Sionary work. But when you have done your 
best, you have only, as General Brinkerhoff says, 
touched us in spots, while the negro problem 
and the race are throughout our southern country 
from one end to the other. They touch us at every 
0int and we touch them. We understand them 
etter than you, and tous should be left their 
management. The government should never in- 
terfere in behalf of the black man, where it would 
not and could not interfere in behaif of the’-white 
man, and should never interfere to protect the 
black man of South Carolina when it would not 
interfere for the same reason to protect the 
white man of Ohio. The political salvation of the 
south depends much upon the solution of this 
problem, and the easy solution of it, in my opin- 
ion, depends upon whether this solution is or is 
not left to those who are the natural friends of the 
negro, who best underscand him, and to whom his 
development and education, or the contrary, 
mean a people’s progress or a people’s decay.

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wo Witnesses, White and Black 

In casting about for excuses and reasons 
for supporting the force and fraud bill, the 
republican editors are covering a good deal 
of ground. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
whose editor knows no more about the situa- 
tion in the south than the editor of the In- 
dependence Belge, goes so far as fo say that 
the south has been let alone for twenty 
years, and has done nothing to justify that 
policy. This would be amusing were it not 
go serious. The statement amounts to this: 
that the southern states having been right- 
pusly permitted to enjoy the benefits of home 
rule for twenty years, and, having failed 
under that policy to become republican, it 
is now the duty of the leaders of that party 
to revoke the license for home rule in the 
south, and to place this section under the 
control of an army of federal supervisors 
and deputy marshals. 

In other words, ‘while the rest of the 
tountry isto be pérmitted to enjoy the 
blessings of home rule, the southis to be 
taken in hand by the political scamps who 
pass as statesmen at the north. Here is a 
Befinite avowal: ‘‘The southern situation 
has crown steadily worse under the policy 
of Jetting the south manage things for her- 
self.’ The situation that has ‘‘grown 
steadily worse”’ is the failure of the negroes 
to vote the republican ticket where there is 
no organization and no republican candi- 
dates. The Globe-Democrat goes on to say 
that the negroes have no rights and privi- 
leges in the south, and have not been per- 
mitted to make any ‘“‘political progress,”’ 
whatever that may be. 

We desire to place over against the state- 
ments made bythe editor of the Globe- 
Democrat the testimony of a more com- 
petent, as well asa more trustworthy wit- 
mess. Meantime, we may say that the 
progress the negro has made in the south, 
whether political or not, is ina direction 
thoroughly satisfactory to him, In Georgia, 
he pays taxes on ten million anda half of 
peers worth fully twenty million dollars; 
n South Carolina, on twelve million and a 
half; in Alabama, on nine million; in 
Louisiana, on eighteen million; in Mis- 
sissippi, on thirteen million; in Texas, 
on eighteen million; and in Tennessee, on 
ten million and ahalf. So much for ac- 
tumulations that could not have been made 
if the condition of the negroes at the south 
was such as the republican organs and 
politicians describe. 

The testimony of the witness to which we 
have referred, we print in another column. 
It is in the shape of a letter from a colored 
man named Thomas W. Swann to the Phila- 
felphia Record, and it is well -worth read- 
Ing. This negro, who writes with candor, 
and with much earnestness, declares that 
the southern negro has more privileges and 
“advantages than the negro at the north. He’ 
finds that he can engage in only the most 
menial and unprofitable occupations at the 
north, and, in Philadelphia, the intensely 
republican city of brotherly love, he finds 
that prejudice against the negroes has 
rrowded them together in Lombard street 
Jike so many hogsinapen. ‘I venture to 
say,’’ remarks this candid negro, ‘‘that 
there is not a spot south of Mason’s 
and Dixon’s line where the negro isin so 
much misery, or faces such squalid poverty 
as the poor denizen of Lombard street and 
the other miserable quarters in which he 
has been compelled on account of his color 
to reside in the good city of brotherly love.’’ 

But the whole letter is very much to the 
point, and deserves attention. It is so 
much to the point, indeed, that against the 
partisan statements of J. B. MeCullogh and 
all the other republican editors and politi- 
tians, we place the testimony of Thomas W. 
Bwann. es 

English in the Schools. 

Récently the Boston Herald offered scholar- 
ship prizes to the graduating classes of the 
New England preparatory schools for the 
best essays on subjects taken from the works 
of the best known English and American 
writers. The papers have been handed in 
and the awards made. 

Those who acted as judges in the contest 
state that they have been disappointed in 
finding that out of two hundred and twenty 
competitors only asmal!l number have shown 
that they possess the ability to freely and 
simply express their thoughts in written 
words. The Herald says that this accusa- 
tion is sustained by indisputable evidence, 
and it goeson tosay that ‘‘it seems evident 
that a radical change should be made in the 
methods now employed in teaching English 
eomposition in the hig’ schools.”’ 

It will be observed that our Boston con- 
“temporary, by a practical experiment, has 
justified the criticisms Tox ConstitUTION 
thas from time to time made onthe modern 
methods of teaching. The great difficulty, 
to put the matter briefly, is that the English 
Janguage and literature are not taught in our 
schools. There is something of an attempt 
at it, a sort of makeshift that can be used as 
an argument, but the fact remains that the 

me purpose for which children are sent to 

ool is practically ignored in the schools. 
Radical reform is badly needed, but we are 


mot likely to get it while the present methods’ 


are employed. The truth is, that very few 
teachers and college professors know enough 
about English and English literature to for- 
mulate a system of study in that vitally im- 
portant branch, In that respect the old 
fiei schools and academies of Georgia hada 
tremendous advantage over the public school 
gystem of today. In those days the student 
mot only received a training in English, 
apart from the deadly so.called grammar, 
but his individuality was not crushed out or. 
brought down to the dead level of his school- 
We presume the grading system is indis- 
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pensable in the crowded schools-of the cities, 
but the trouble is that it has found its way 
into the private schools. It isa beautiful 
system for the comfort and convenience of 
the teacher, or for the management of an 
overcrowded school, but it yokes the race 
horse with the ox, and wipes out individuality 
as effectively as a wet sponge cleans the 
blackboard. 

As the book trust seems to have entire 
contrel of the most essential features of our 
educational system, perhapsit ean be induced 
to give our schools a series of text books on 
the English language and literature. The 
experiment is worth trying. 

The Confederate Veterans’ Home. 

The confederate veterans’ home will soon 
be completed, but none too soon. Already 
the old crippled soldiers are climbing into 
the tmfinished building and asking Super- 
intendent Cahillfor a place to lay their 
heads, 

These are old veterans whose tottering 
limbs will hardly carry them. For a quarter 
of a century they have struggled with pov- 
erty and disease, and, now that relief is 
near, they can hardly wait till it comes. The 
still gaping wounds on some of these veter- 
ans cry unto God as Job cried out of his af- 
fliction. These old men have but a few 
more years on earth, and they seek a_rest- 
ing place where they may live in comfort 
and die in peace. Now, that they have 
found it, theyare coming, and enough of 
them have been heard from to fill the home. 
If others come, room will be made for 
them. Thebuilding will accommodate a 
hundred in comfort and two hundred by 
crowding. Beyond that, if there is demand, 
their old comrades will build cottages, here 
a regiment and there a regiment, until each 
command is represented by its own vine and 
fig tree. 

Private generosity has provided these 
homes and it remains for the state to main- 
tain the veterans. Every arrangement that 
ingenuity and science could devise has been 
provided for the most perfeet and econem- 
ical administration. The home is located 
upon a magnificent estate, where those who 
are able to work at all may find profitable 
employment. The large majority are tillers 
of the soil and they will settle down into 
happy -companionship with their mother 
earth, For,others such light occupations as 
they take kindly to will be devised. The 
old veterans about the Virginia home culti- 
vate flowers, which the fair women of Rich- 
mond are glad to take at a good price. In 
one way and another the veterans will con 
tribute to their own support, but feeble 
efforts of age must be supplemented by a 
sufficient income to maintain them in com- 
fort. No one can provide this so well as 
the state. Private bounty has done its per- 
fect work, and now the old commonwealth 
for which these men fought has aduty to 
perform. The state of Georgia has always 
been ready to meet her obligations and this 
is one she will not be slow to honor. The 
will of the people, manifested by the acts of 
their representatives in the legislature, and 
in a thousand other ways, is that that they 
will not permit their old soldiers. to suffer. 

The people are about to select r€presenta- 
tives for the next general assembly,and they 
will see to it that the men whogo there shall 
take care of the veterans. 

President Calhoun says the trustees of the 
home will soon have to deal with this mat- 
The building will be 
completed in September. They have taken 
time enough to do the work well, and they 
will soon be ready to throw open the doors. 
A maintenance fund is to be provided and 
they will submit the question to the legisla- 
ture. The time has come for the people to 
express themselves on the subject, and we 
believe their voice will be well nigh unani- 
mous. 


Making Up for Lost Time. 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette ap- 
pears to have its eyes open at last, and the 
word has been passed out to its correspond- 
ents to give the southern part of the country 
a fair showing when they write. In fact, 
the Gazette seems to be trying to make up 
for lost time by saying a few things it might 
have been saying these twenty years. 

On one page it devotes three columns to 
what might be called an honorable mention 
of the south. First comes a long letter from 
General Boynton, who indulges in some 
patriotic reflections. He says: 

The Chattanooga reunion f confederates fur- 
nishes a standard which must be accepted as 
accurate with which to measure the rapid growth 
of loyalty to the flag. When a central city of the 
south, preparing to receive confederate veterans, 


decks itself almost exclusively with national 
colors; when thousands of these veterans march 
again in column carrying only the stars and 
Stripes, and bearing these in no stinted numbers; 
when one of their generals, as prominent in war 
and in southern and national poiitics as Governor 
Gordon, delivers an address to these soldiers of 
the south which, in its references to the union 
and its one flag, is-worthy to take rank with the 
most patriotic speeches of the day at the north ; 
and when a union soldier like General Wilder, 


who won success and great renown on the fields 
about Chattanooga, delivers a speech on Horse- 
shoe ridge burning with patriotism to an audience 
of confederates who once fought there, and hears 
himself appiauded to the eeho; when such things 
occur in the yery center, and in the former muli- 
tary stronghold of the confederacy, it is time for 
all patriots to thank God and take courage. 


General Boynton seems to make quite ia 
luxury of his patriotic emotions, and we can 
but regret that so fine a fellow does ‘not re- 
side in such a neighborhood as this, where 
patriotism is a daily food. It is his own 
fault that he has been denying himself all 
these years, but now that he has learned 
how good and how pleasant a thing is 
patriotism, we hope he may die a patriot. 
He begins well, and his prolific pen promises 
to make up for a good deal of lost time. So 
mote it be. 

He supplements his own pious reflections 
with a letter from a union veteran who, he 
says, is one of the extremest radicals in the 
north, a man“who believes in prohibiting 
the erection of monuments to confederate 
heroes, Even that man, when he places 
himself under the painful necessity of tell- 
ing the truth, cannot see any disloyalty in 
the south—not even in the ceremonies at- 
tending the unveiling of the Lee monument. 
This letter concludes with the rather humili- 
ating confession that the party in which its 
author went to Richmond could not help ad- 
miring the south’s devotion to her 


ter of maintenance. 
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other because, while the confederates of their 
moderate means contributed $100,000 to 
build the Lee monument, the great and 
opulent north raised no monument to Grant 
or Sheridan. The secret of this is that the 
New Yorkers asked for an appropriation for 
the Grant monument, while the confederates 
went down into their pockets and did it 
themselves. The time will come when Lee 
will be regarded as a national hero—yes, 
more than a national hero, for the ‘world is 
proud of him today. 

But passing to the future, the Commercial 
’ Gazette shows some eye for business by its 
letter from Texas—that magnificent domain 
which the greatest ruler of the earth would 
be proud to possess, ‘The westerners knew 
that several years ago they traded the Texas 
legislature out of 3,000,000 acres of land that 
is worth $10,000,000 today. In all this vast 


is a wealth of trade which is coveted by the 
merchants round about Cincinnati, St. Louis 
and Chicago. At last they are waking up 
to their opportunities, and the more enlight- 
ened of their newspapers are working with 
them. 


Cornell “School of Journalism.” 

It is announced in the newspapers that 
the ‘‘school of journalism,’’ which was es- 
tablished two pears ago at Cornell univer- 
sity, has been abandoned. The reason 
given by the college authorities is that a new 
professor would be necessary, and that there 
was no time for the further prosecution of 
the study. 

It seems that some thirty students were 
engaged in the arduous duties of this make- 
believe journalism. These students were 
organized into a ‘‘city staff,’’ and were ‘‘as- 
signed’’ to write up matters and things in 

thaca and the neighborhood. It is to be 
supposed thata vast amount of copy was 
turned in, but none of it has ever found its 
way into print. Whether it has been de- 
stroyed, or whether the ‘‘managing editor,” 
Professor Brainard Smith, has preserved it 
among the archives of his department, the 
world does not know, and the world may 
never know. 

Ex-President Andrew White explains the 
failure of the ‘‘school of journalism’’ at 
Cornell by describing the necessity of such a 
department. He says that ‘‘the number of 
young men who can take up topics of gen- 
eral interest and write upon them briefly 
and cogently, with that knowledge of gen- 
eral- political and constitutional history, and 
of the better solutions of social questions, 
which forms the only foundation for the 
best journalism is very small indeed,’’ illus- 
trating by this involved sentence just where 


, * . 7 
a college professor would fail as a journal- 


ist. 

The truth of the! matter is that the 
‘school of journalism,’’ outside of the news- 
papers themselves, is bound to be very much 
in the air. Journalism itself is somewhat 
in the air. It is not an organized art of pro- 
fession. It cannot be reduced to rules, It 
seems to be almost wholly a matter of indi- 
viduality. There is no level of either 
editorial or reportorial work. Where one 
man does fairly well, another creates a 
tremendous sensation. There is no 
theoretical journalism. It is practical all 
the way through, It is a matter of judgment 
and experience to some extent, but, beyond 
all and above all, itis the method of trea 
ment—thus bringing the whole affair sek 
to the ready hands of individuality, which 
is either genius or crankism, according ‘to 
the point of view.

We learn from the newspapers and other 
sources of information that the Memphis 
Cotton Exchange is now engaged in a tre- 
mendous controversy over the coat or no 
coat question. There are two factions in 
the exchange, and the partisans on both 
sides are filling the Memphis papers with 
communications on the subject. ‘The 
Lord only knows where it will end!’ ex- 
claims the Avalanche. 

The trouble seems to be between those 
who thénk that business men ought to wear 
their coats during business hours, and those 
who think it is perfectly polite and proper 
to goin their shirt sleeves.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


West End Academy. 
EpiTors ConsTITUTION: Asa patron and vis- 


itor of West End academy, I desire to say a few 
things to the board of trustees, in Professor 


Featherston’s behalf and in justification of his 
assistant teachers, and I trust the board will yet 
elect Professor Featherston principal of our 
school, and give hiin full control of teachers and 
pupils—in fact, all internal workings of theschool. 

The fact of teachers being strangers to each 
other and to the patrons, and especially to the 
pupils at the beginning of the scholastic year, as 
was the case with these teachers, is something 
worthy of consideration on the part of the board 
in their re-election. 

It isa fact that no record of the grades and of 
the pupils was left on file for the incoming teach- 
ers. Last fall term not less than seventy pupils 
were seated in a reom of only fifty desks—not 
quite so many this spring term, all to be taught, 
controlled and reported by an assistant teacher. 

In the principal’s room there were seveuty-five 
pupils and only fifty desks, each student’s report 
numbering from eight to twelve different 
Studies, three grades for him to teach and 
overlook the workings of the entire school. Fora 
boy to make the progress of broad, thorough 
knowledge that my son has made, convinces me 
that Professor Featherston is one of Georgia’s 
best teachers. 

It is clear that a crowded room is harder to keep 
in order than where is plenty of space. 

At the end of the fall term two new assisiants 
were elected, and had to teach the children and 
rules and regulations of the school. A new grade 
was put into the course of study, which caused 
dissatisfaction—for some pupils were not pro- 
moted. This was done, so the principal and his 
assistants should have two grades each. 

A principal has a hard place to fill with ail the 
enumerated work todo. If an assistant does a 
wrong the blame is attached to the principal, 
when he has no power to remove or to elect. ny 
failure on the part of an assistant ought not to 
reflect upon the principal. 

The course of study fixed by the boardis very 
unsatisfactory to a great many of the patrons, 
and thus works agaiust the school; but the prin- 
cipal has no power to make any changes to suit 
pupils and patrons. 

Just on the eve of preparation for the com- 
mene ment exercises, a few members of the board 
met and decided that Professor Featherston 
should not be re-elected for another vear, which 
was exceedingly: unjust to this faithful worker 
and his pupil. 

Again, a day before his public exercises were to 
take place this same committee visited his school 
room and said that it was the wish of the board to 
have noexercises at night for fear order could not 
be kept. 

Now any one can see that all this is -unfair and 
calculated to raise the mdignation of the teachers 
and of the pupils, which itdid. I have never 
seen pupils so unanimously outspoken for their 
teacher as were Professor Featherston’s pupils for 
him. Every one loves him and showed it on that, 
oceasion. 

Now, in conclusion, I would like to repeat that 
if the board will tender the school to Professor 
Featherston with all power to govern teachers 
and pupils, that he will accept it, and go to work 
and straighten all tangied ends, and the resu!t will 
be satisfactory to the community of West End.

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“The Negro Question” Discussed by a Black 
Man. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

If you will allow a “colored” reader to express a 
few words through the columns of your paper re- 
garding the much talked of “negro question” and 
the “national election bill,” I will take advantage 
of your permission. 

Being a native of Danville, Va., and the son of a 
former slave, | have been living north but a brief 
period, but from from what I have seen of the two 
sections Iclaim the southern negro has more 
privileges and advantages than his northern 
brother of the same race. Though I have used my 
utmost endeavor to avail myself of the “equal 
rights” so boastingly mentioned by the 
“friends oof the negro” in the north, 
I ain debarred from the work- 
shops, trom the counting rooms, from official posi- 
tions, or from any occupation I may seek, except 
that which requires me to wear the white apron 
badge of cook, or waiter, oras a hod carrier. I 
must seek only the positions least remunerative if 
not the most menial. When I pass along Lombard 
street, Philadelphia, I find that prejudice against 
them has crowded the negroes together like hogs 
ina pen, and I venture to assert that there is not 
a spot south of Mason and Dixon’s line where the 
negro is in so much misery, or faces such squalid 
poverty, asthe poor denizens of Lombard street 
and the other miserable quarters in which he has 
been compelled, on account of his color, to reside 
inthe “good city of brotherly love.” It would be 
wise to leta little of the sympathy that arises 
from the love of the brother in black to begin here 
at home, 

The south has done, and is still doing, more for 
the negro than many suppose. Negroes have 
been sent from the south to the United States 
senate, to the lower house of congress, to the state 
legislature, and they have held minor positions 


but I have yet to hear of a “-black con sman’ 
from the republican north—a single roy that 
has ever been considered good enough to hold the 
position of postmaster or any other position that 
requires an ounce of brain work. It 
is well enough to live in the 
north and talk of negro domination in 
the south, but where is the northern town, county, 
city or state that will swallow the same medicine? 
The northern negro is not born a slave, but he is 
just as effectually shut out from the advantages 
of humanity as though the chains were forced 
upon him. He can never be anything at the north 
buta “nigger” still, and the matdlin sympathy 
so freely expressed for the ‘‘rights of the negro” 
down south ean be better extended in the north. 

Equally as many ‘ou *” are committed in 
the city of Philadelphia in one week as in the 
whole state of Virginia in one year, yet no con- 
gressional committee investigates; and but for 
the “rum’”’ dealt out to the ignorant of both races 
on election days and other times, the ‘‘ou ” 
in the south would bo seldom heard of. The salva- 
tion of the negro north and south is for him to do 
his own thinking. When they, like the whites, 
learn to divide on party lines, they will be more 
respected; but just 80 sang as they allow “pot- 
house politicians” to dictate their political course, 
so long as they allow them to keep thom in clang, 
just so long will the whites keep t her. North- 
ern whites will not be domina 
and they cannot force theirsou 
what they will not do, 

The “force bill” will not benefit the negro, 
on the one hand it will retard his progress.

AN ATLANTA ENGINEER TORN TO 
PIECES. 


A Collision on the Louisville and Nashville 
in Alabama Kesults in the Death ofa 
Well Kuown Atlantian. 


John A. Webb, a locomotive engineer well 
-known in Atlanta, where he lived for years, 
was killed in acollision near Clear Creek, on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, yester- 
day morning. 

His remains will be brought to Atlanta for 
burial. ' 

Engineer Webb began his career as a rail- 
road man on the Western and Atlantic road. 
Year after year he madethe run from Atlanta 
to Chattanooga and back without accident, all 
the time winning the confidence of the railroad 
officials. 

Then after the Georgia Pacific road was 
completed to Birmingham Engineer Webb 
began a run from Atlantato the Magic City. 

Over there he became fascinated with the 
Louisville and Nashville system, and securing 
an engine commenced driving between Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery. 

And it was upon that line he was killed. 

Engineer Webb was well known in Atlanta 
and had many friends throughout the city. 
Several years ago he married Miss Hannah 
Haney, daughter of Mr. Thomas Haney and 
sister to Mr. Henry Haney and Mr. Tom Haney 
and Mrs, Kate Edwards. 

Immediatelp after information of the sad 
death was received in Atlanta Mr. Tom Haney 
left for Birmingham, and will reach the city 
this morning with the body. 

Of Engineer Webb’s death a special to THE 
ConsTItTUuTION from Birmingham shys: 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 9.—[Special.J— 
Two railroad men, an engineer and conductor, 
both sober and reliable, who had run years 
without an accident for once, forgot their or- 
ders and six lives paid the penalty of their 
carelessness. 

A passenger and freight train on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, both running 
thirty miles an hour, collided this morning near 
Clear Creek station, forty miles south of this 
city. 

The passenger train had orders to take the 
siding at Clear Creek, but the orders were for- 
gotten. 

In a deep cut, where there is a short curve, 
the engines came together and five men were 
instantly killed and a sixth fatally injured. 

There was no time to jump and the engin- 
eers and firemen were caught in their cabs, 
crushed into shapeless masses of flesh and 
blood, and buried under the wreck. 


The dead are: 

John Green, engineer of passenger train 
No. 9. 

John A. Webb, engineer extra north bound 
freight. 

Bob Wilson, colored, foreman of passenger 
train No. 9. 

Jim Armistead, colored, fireman of north 
bound extra freight train. 

John Parr, white boy seventeen years old, a 
pumpman at Calera, who was riding on the 
passenger engine. 

Extra Fireman Ben Sweep, colored, who was 
onthe engine ofthe freight, was fatally in- 
jured. 

No passengers were seriously hurt, but they 
had a narrow escape. Twoempty coaches be- 
ing carried to Montgomery had been placed 
next to the engine. These were crushed into 
kindling wood, but they saved the lives ofthe 
passengers. 

The damage from the wreck was great. 

When the immense “freight locomotive 
struck the small passenger engine it tore it to 
pieces and knocked it from the track, plough- 
ing into the embankment. 

Two forward freight cars of the extra were 
smashed into the tender by the,force of the 
shock and wrecked. Both tenders and engines 
were overturned and literally torn to pieces. 

The tiremen who were killed were in the 
engines and were buried in the debris of 
smashed cars, demolished engines and tons of 
coal. 

It was several hours before the bodies of 
Engineers Green and Webb were found, and 
when they were they had to be dug ont ofthe 
debris. The bodies were fearfully mangled 
and crushed, and terribly burned by escaping 
steam. 

The two dead negroes met a similar fate, 
as did Pumpman Parr. The passenger train 
was known as the Montgomery accommoda- 
tion. It left here at 3:45 a. m., and at Calera, 
thirty miles south, received orders: 

‘Pass an extra freight,§ bound north, at 
Clear Creek.”’ 

Conductor, Keysand Engineer §Green both 
signed the order. They meee at Clear Creek 
to take on passengers, but, forgetting all about 
the order to pas the freight, proceeded. A 
‘mile below, the collision occurred. 

The bodies of the dead were brought here 
this afternoon to be prepared for burial. 

Engineer Green was a brother of Judge 
Samuel Green, of the criminal court of this 
city. He was to have been married next 
week, 

Engineer John Webb, of the extra freight 
who was killed, was about forty yearsof age. 
He leaves a wife and several children, who are 
said to live at Atlanta. 

Both engineers had been in the employ of 
the company for several years, and were care- 
ful, competent men. 

Conductor Keys who, with Engineer 
Green, was responsible for the collision, came 
back to the city this.afternoon. He is nearly 
crazy with grief and remorse, and has so far 


made no statement for publication. .The track - 


was cleared late this afternoon. 

The body of Engineer John Webb will be 
sent to Attanta for burial tonight. It is

ITENTIARY. 


He Sleeps in the Stationhouse Last Night— 
A Reporter Talks With Him, and Old 
Limerick Has His Say. 


A. D. Reviere, under life sentence for the 
killing of the unknown tramp, was brought to 
the station house yesterday. 

Penitentiary Guard Turner had Reviere in 
charge. He is taking him to the penitentiary, 
where, unless pardon comes to his release, he 
will live the balance of his days. 

Sentence was passed upon Reviere by the 
DeKalb court last April, since which time ne- 
gotiations for a new trial have been pending. 

He was arrested for the killing of the un- 
known crook on April 2d, a yearago. Today 
he will begin his long, lonesome sentence at 
Grady’s camp, near Cedartown. His work 
will be in digging ore. 

Reviere was seen by a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter in his ce}! last night. 

He was neatly and cleanly dressed with a 
laundried collar and a fancy cravat. Appar- 
ently, he has been in excellent health, and his 
long confinement has made little change in his 
form or features. 

He was stretched upon a blanket laid near 
the front bars of his cell, in his shirt sleeves, 
when the reporter paid his visit. 

Reviere does not talk much, but what he 
does say is spoken simply and with a freedom 
not altogether characteristic of convicts. 

His first words were about the jail—the one 
he was in and the one he had quittedin De- 
Kalb a few hours previous. 

‘‘T expected to find this place full of prison- 
ers,” he said, ‘‘but it looks like I’ll not have 
much company tonight.”’ 

The station house was almost deserted, ex- 
cept for old Limerick, who was strictly sober 
from a twenty-four hours’ confinement, and 
one or two other occupants. 

“That jail down there where I have been 
staying is a good one,’’ he continued, ‘‘and the 
sheriff is one of the best men lever saw. He 
treated me kindly all the time I was in his 
charge.”’ 

‘“‘How do you feel about your sentence,”’ he 
was asked. 

“Well, it's pretty hard to Bear, but when a 
man makes uphis mind aboutathing the 
battle’s half fought. I have thought it over 
a great deal, and I had rather go up for life 
than for ten or fifteen years. If 1 went for ten 
years, I never would be worth anything when 

got out, so I am resigned to whatever 
comes.”’ 

“How about a new trial ?”’ 

‘There isa motion before the court now, 
but I have decided not to push it.’’ 

Old Limerick, whose Fama > gives him the 
liberty of the cage corridor, immediately took 
a great liking to Reviere. 

“Ah, me bhoy,”’ said he, shuffling up to the 
door of the convict’s cage and reaching out his 
long, gaunt hand until it almost 
went between the bars, “me . Dbhoy, 

ecan be pardoned. I’ll carry th’ word to 

Jenjamin Harrison, of Indiana, meself, fur 
it’s himself that can let ye out if yer father 
lived in th’ narth an’ niver owned twenty-five 
niggers. I've pladed the law meself and kin 
tell ye the trnth av it.” 

‘Do you look for a pardon,’’ the prisoner 
was asked. 

‘‘Of course I hope for pardon, but I don't 
know that I look for it.’’ 

Reviere was asked how old he was. He 
said that he wasin his twenty-sixth year, at 
which Old Limerick again struck in. 

‘*Thin ye ken go fur farteen years, and thin 
ye’ll be pardoned fur sartin. Many’s the one 
that’s been there afore ye an’ they’s been par- 
doned too. There was once a man in this 
town, Alex Stephens was hisname. Ah, he 
was the good un to them that gotin thrubble. 
But it’s not Gin’ral Gardin that’ll do it, but 
Harrison, of Indiana, hilnself.”’ 

Old Limerick was very cheerful over Re- 
viere’s prospects for pardon, and all night 
long, at intervals, his discordant dissertations 
upon the prevailing misfitness of things came 
faintly through the barred doors. 

Reviere taiked politics some, in preference 
to a distasteful rehearsal of what has been 
ee many times already. He wanted to 

now what Colonel Northen’s chances were, 
and said he was glad to hear that his 
election to the governorship was almost a cer- 
tainty. Hespoke some of his former life, of 
his mother’s death when he was four years old, 
and then of his bringing up by relatives. 

Altogether, he was in good spirits for a yan 
on his way to a life-term in chains.

HER LAST MESSAGE.

W. H. Greene, of Fairhaven, Vermont, 
and R. W. Wood, of West Point, Ga., that I 
have done no wrong.”’

An Augusta Suicide. 

Aveusta, Ga., July 9.—[Special.]—Tho 
boarders at the Adkins house were shocked 
this morning by the discovery, by the chamber- 
maid, of the dead body of Dr. William Ma- 
guire, in his room, No. 25, on the second floor. 
Since the discovery of the suicide’s body this 
morning, the night watchman of the Adkins 
house remembers having heard a noise like a 
pistol shot during the night. He made a tour 
of the buildings afterwards, and finding every- 
thing quiet, supposed he had been misled by 
some noise elsewhere. 

THE DISCOVERY MADE. 

When Dora Thompson, the chambermaid, 
entered Dr. Maguire’s room this morning, she 
was horrified to see the bed drenched with 
blood and the body of Dr. Maguire lying across 
it, with his feet on the floor, and a pistol near 
by. She screamed, and the room was soon 
filled with others, attracted by hercries. No 
note or explanation of any kind was left by 
the dead man. He was clad only in his mght 
shirt, and was evidently just ready to retire 
when the shot was fired. it is barely 
possible that it might have been 
an accident while attempting to put his 
pistol beneath his pillow, but the fact that 
once before Dr. Maguire nttempted suicide, 
and that he bas been dissipating heavily of 
late are considered satisfactory evidence of sui- 
cide. The bullet entered the brain above the 
right ear and temple. Dr. Maguire was an 
Irishman, born near Inniskillen in the northern 
part of Ireland. Hecame to Augusta about 
six years ago from New York, and after work- 
ing as dry goods clerk for awhile, set himself 
up asa veterinary surgeon. He was about 


forty years old, always courteous and well 
dressed. Whisky and women have brought 
his ruin. 


The coroner’s jury returned a yerdict of 
suicide and he was buried this afternoon on 
account of the hot weather and time which 
the body had been without attention, after 
death.

WHICH ENDED THE LIFE OF HER 
HUSBAND. 


The People Well Known in Atlanta, Who 
Played the Prominent Part in the 


Murphy, N. C., Tragedy, 


Murpny, N. C., July 9.—[Special.}—Mrs. 
Lillie Gould, who killed her husband, Mr. 
Charles N. Gould, by stabbing last Wednes- 
day night, has been acquitted on preliminary 
trial. 

The tragedy is a very sensational one, and 
ever since it occurred a great deal of intorest 
has been manifested in the killing and its at- 
tendant circumstances. The Goulds are people 
of means, the man who was killed being worth 
considerable money. He wasin no particular 
business, but with his wife traveled about 
over the country enjoying their wealth. 

While stopping here Gould and his wife 
indulged themselves freely in the stimulus of 
intoxicating liquors. They were on frequent 
jamborees, Gould especial'g. When under the 
touch of liquor, Gould was extremely hilarious, 
andit was his delight to make things more 
interesting by smashing whatever came to 
hand. His wife also generally came in for her 
share of the thumping, and this seems to have 
been the cause which led to the stabbing. 

At the time it occurred Gould was on a 
spree, and, after chasing his wife out of the 
house with a stick, began a renewal of his at- 
tack in the hotel, after a bell boy named 
Ramsay had succeeded in getting them both 
back to their room. 

Mrs. Gould wore a dagger at her belt, one of 
her feminine ornaments. When her husband 
started at her again, she drew the little 
weapon and warned him that she would kill 
him if he struck her again. 

Gould paid no attention to his wife’s threat, 
but lifted his stick and struck at her. As 
_— as a flash of light Mrs. Gould buried the 
dagger in his bowels, felling him to the floor 
at a single blow. 

The bell boy wiped up the blood, and put 
Gould on the bed. 

At the trial, after Gould’s death, Ramsay, 
the bell boy, was the only witness. He testi- 
fied that Mrs. Gould had acted in self defense, 
and upon this she was acquitted. 

It is believed that Mrs. Gould is not alto- 
gether right 4n her mind, judging from her 
peculiar conduct after her husband’s death. 

THEY WERE IN ATLANTA. 

About three months ago Mrs. Gould and her 
husband were guests at the Markham houso 
for a week. 

While here Mr. Gould wason an extended 
spree. He remained in his room most of the 
time while Mrs. Gould was seenin the parlor 
just about as frequently as the other guests. 
No trouble ever occurred between them while 
on their visit to Atlanta. 

Mrs. Gould is a medium sized woman, 
rather of a blonde styl.e She is not what you 


call an ugly woman, yet she is not — 
es said Mr. George Scoville, of the Mark- 
iam.

Which Gambling Establishments Pay to 
Court Officers.

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THE VETERANS HOME 


WILL PROBABLY BE TENDERED TO 
THE STATE, 


uw Will be Ready for Occupancy in Sep- 
tember, and the Question of Main- 
tenance Must be Settled, 


The Confederate Veterans’ home is almost 
pompleted, and the trustees have a serious 
question to consider. It is how to maintain 
the institution now that it has been built. 

The next regular meeting of the trustees 
will occur 4 week from today, and then this 
question will come up. The sense of . the 
trustees seems fo be that the institution should 
be completed and turned over to the state 
free of encumbrance, on condition 
that it will be maintained like the 
other state institutions. Georgia now spends 
$180,000 a year on the lunatic asylum, $15,000 
on the asylum for the blind, and $15,000 on the 
asylum for the deaf and dumb, AN of these 
{nstitutions she has built and kept in repair— 
the lunatic asylum ata cost of about three- 
quarters of a million dollars. 

When private munificence has built a home 
for the disabled and indigent soldiers who 
fought for the protection of their state, 
it would seem that the people would give 
them the saine protection they give to the 
insane, the blind and the deaf and dumb, Lt 
is estimated that 200 old soldiers could be 
maintained on an appropriatfon of $20,000 per 
annum. Their own voluntary efforts would 
probably reduce this considerably, for. our 
old soldiers will not idle so long as they are 
able to do anything. 

The home will be completed in September, 


‘and this question will have to be settled before 


then, for numerous applications have been 
made by disabled veterans already. Some of 
the crippled old soldiers have hobbled up the 
steps of the unfinished building and asked 
the superintendent of construction if he had a 
place for them. President Calhoun tells of 
one old veteran who camped on the ground 
three days before the frame was up. 

But there is no greedy rush for place by 
veterans who do not need help, as the applica- 
hions show. 

“Their letters haye a manly tone,’’ said 
President Calhoun, with a touch of pride; 
“they write that they have tried to make their 
pw living, and have done so as long as they 
were able.”’ 

“The truth is,” said he with a little more 
pride and a good deal of satisfaction, “the 
confederate soldiers have done nobly since the 
war. Just think what difficulties they have 
struggled with for the last twenty-five years!”’ 

If the trustees take the action indicated, 
and that seems the only practicable course, 
the matter will be likely to be carried direct to 
the people at once. 

The legislative campaign is on in every part 
of the state, and in almost every county there 
isa confederate veterans’ organization. If it 
is decided to tender this institution to the 
state, the veterans’ association in each county 
will probably endeavor to get some expression 
from the people of their will in the premises. 
If the people want the home they will take it. 
If they don’t they will say so. 

The work on the home has been excellent. 
All the contractors have come up to the speci- 
fications and the superintendent, Mr. Cahill, 
has worked faithfully. 

The position is a commanding one. From 
the third story, with a field glass, the flag on the 
court honse at McDonough is distinctly visible 
though twenty-eight miles away. From the 
tower the view of thecity and the country for 
miles around is magnificent. The rolling 
country and the patches of woodland make a 
panorama picturesque in the extreme. Grant 
park, with its skirmish line of outlying cot- 
tages, is only a quarter of a mile away. Al- 
ready.a handsome residence has been erected 
by Mr. Harry Woodward close by the home, 
and property alg around has enhanced in 
value. The 123 acres of the confederate home 
tract were bought last year for $80 
anacre. Thisinduced the. building of the 
dummy line and since its completion the 
Winship property, beyond the home, was sold 
for $250 an acre. On that basis the home 
property is worth $300 an acre, or $36,900 for 
the tract. Thereisthen an appreciation of 
$27,000 in the value of the land owned by the 
confederate home. 

Gas and water pipes and the Smead system 
of heating and sanitation have been put in, 
and every appointnrentis of the most approved 
kind. A reservoir with a capacity of 
10,000 = gallons —_—-will be put up 
high enough to give good fire 
pressure, and small gas works will probably be 
provided. In a building of that size it is 
economical, and decidedly the softest light 
obtainable. 

There is a tendency among private property 
owners to build up the environments of the 
home, and thishas been encouraged by the 
Opening of streets and avenues all about, giv- 
ing good roads tothe park, the city and in 
other directions. The property is well watered 
and there isa fine spring of free stone water 
within about 100 yards ofthe home. The 
water supply for the reservoir will be raised by 
&ram at small expense. 

Altogether the arrangements for the safety, 
comfort and economic administration -of the 
tustitutionjare well nigh perfect.

The closing up of the business of the Water- 
melon exchange has caused a great deal of 
talk in Atlanta. 

Tue Constirttion’s account of the shut- 
ting down of the exchange caused a great deal 
of talk yesterday, and many were the conjec- 
tures as to the immediate and ultimate effect 
of that action. 

Mr. J. R. Forrester, 
change, left yesterday fo 
all details for satisfactorily closing up 
business of the exchange. 

Ffe will be in Albany for-several days, and 
will visit other points in southern Georgia 
wheré the exchange has done active business. 

It is the purpose of President Forrester to 
bring every phase of the business to.a success- 
ful ending... 

“The watermelon crop -of south Georgia is 
about over, anyhow,” said a friend of the 
Melon exchange yesterday. 

“The watermelon exchange has only had 
contracts for the lower sections of the state, 
and since the crops down there have given out, 
it is not worth while for anybody to be disap- 
pointed at the suspension of the exchange.” 

“Will the exchange be organized again for 
business next year ?”’ 

“I cannot predict. If the stockholders see 
fit to run the business again, I guess they will 
reorganize, but there is no certainty that the 
exchange will bo organized again.”’ 

‘"Whatis the situation since the closing up 
of the exchange ?”’ 

“Oh, well, the situation is but slightly 
altered so far as the growers and the exchange’s 
business are concerned. There is bonus 
enough in the hands of the growers to nay for 
all the cars that will be shipped from the ter- 
ritory of the contract. There will be a few 
more south Georgia melons to come to the At- 
lanta market.” 

The report that has become public that the 
exchange will be the cause of a rise in freights 
on melons next year, is denied by one of the 
exchange men. 

He declares that the eight mills per ton a 
mile as now charged is as high freight as the 
growers can afford to pay. 

If the freight is raised, he says it will 
amount to prohibition, for it will break up the 
melon traffic entirely, and will exclude all 
shipments. 

For this reason there is but little likelihood 
of the freight charges being raised next season.

FULTON COUNTY 8 S. 


THE SECOND QUARTERLY MEETING 
HELD YESTERDAY. 


Interesting Discussions by the Various Mem- 
bers ot the Association and Other 
Business Transacted. 


The Fulton county Sunday schools were 
never in a more flourishing condition than at 


present. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock the Fulton 
County Sunday School association met at the 
Church of the Redeemer for the second quar- 
terly meeting of the year. 

After the opening song, ‘“‘Coronation,”’ 
prayer was offered by Rey. T. P. Cleveland, 
and the reading of the minutes was dispensed 


with. 

A discussion of the best methods of opening 
a Sunday school, in the absence of Mr. A. P. 
Stewart, on account of sickness, was opened 
by Mrs. Thomas Moore. 

Messrs. J. C. Kimball. E. M. Roberts, E. 
M. Evans and J. Frank Beck followed, with 
interesting talks on the subject, which were 
very enjoyable to all. 

Following this came a discussion as to the 
best methods of closing a Sunday school, led 
by Mr. F. B. Shepard, who read the following 
admirable paper: 

THE BEST TIME FOR CLOSING A SUNDAY SCHOOL’ 

It has been said that ‘‘a teacher’s chief work is 
not in imparting knowledge, but in aiding a 
scholar to obtain knowledge.”’ This thought sug- 
gests that the work of the superintendent in con- 
ducting the closing exercises of the school is not 
to show how comprehensive a knowledge he pos- 
sesses of the lesson of the day, but to bring out 
from the scholars what knowledge they may have 
gained from the lesson study. In order to do this 
successfully he, like the successful teacher, must 
have a general knowledge of child character. 
These are, of cOurse, certain general character- 
istics which are common with ali young peco- 
ple. Their knowledge is limited; minds are more 
or less active; both body and mind are restless 
and need frequent change; they are quick to re- 
ceive impressions, but these are aptto be tran- 
sientand need repeating; they are curious and 
struck with novelties; they are lively and like 
liveliness in those who lead them; they like 
pictures, both visible and invisible, especially in 
early childhood. Professor Grosser,in his book 
on “The Young Teacher,” presents some general 
propositions which apply so well to the equipment 
of the superintendent, that I venture 
to give two or three of them: 
He says; “The greatest teachers have 
usually been great questioners,’’ and cites in evi- 
dence the greatest of heathen teachers, Socrates, 
who was so addicted tothis method that Socratic 
has become synonymous with interrogative;} and 
one yet greater than he, while he answered what 
Socrates could only ask, was a questioner of won- 
derous power and depth, and adds that the com- 
mon fault of mothers is that we tell: too much and 
question too little. He further suggests that there 
are four uses of questions. 

1. They are needed to ascertain what im- 
pression the subject, as first presented, 
has made upon the scholar. These 
he terms preliminary questions. 

2. There are questions which enter largely into 
what may be called the body of the lesson, and 
which, by skillful guiding, lead the scholar to find 
out one point after another, so instructing them- 
selvesand fixing truth on their own minds in the 
surest possible way. These are termed instructive 
questions. 

3. Come the examination questions, to ascertain 
how much the scholar has learned, and 

4. A class of questions which continually occur 
in the teachings of Christ and His apostles, and 
which require no verbal answer, but are designed 
to stimulate reflection, or to quicken 
the conscience, for example: nad 1 
have told you of earthly things and ye 
believe not, how shall ye believe if I tell you of 
heavenly things.” “If the righteous scarcely be 
saved, when shall the ungodly andsinner appear.”’ 
These latter are termed applicatory questions, and 
when wisely used will often leave lasting im- 
pressions upon the scholars. 

Thus armed with this general knowledge of the 
situation, the superintendent is prepared to make 
the closing moments of the school instructive, 
entertaining and profitable. But shall the super- 
intendent always conduct these exercises, i. e., be 
No! One of the most interest- 
ing and spirited exercises of this character that I 
ever attended was conducted by the classes. 
Some scholar in each class was delegated to ask 
one or more questions to be answered by some one 
outside of their class. Of course, the class asking 
the questions was prepared to answer the same; 
thus was created increasing interest and a natural 
healthy rivalry. A pleasant change will be found 
in the superintendent appointing some scholar to 
give a brief review of the lesson 
in his or her own simple language, to be criticized 
or enlarged upon by the school. Still another 
form, which has been worked quite successfully, 
is for the scholars to prepare on slips of paper 
questions upon the central thought of the lesson, 
or applicatory questions, suggestive and helpful; 
which are read by the superintendent, and 
answered or considered. by the school. Now, a 
word relative to the general exercises. For my 
part I do not approve of a fixed formula for open- 
ing and closing the Sunday school. It may be 
argued that a regular diet raises the best chickens, 
but I am not that kind of a believer. There 
is no place where variety is more needed and bet- 
ter appreciated than in the Sunday school. Let 
the superintendent endeavorto have something 
new—some glad surprise for his school each 
Sabbath. To accomplish this he has at his com- 
mand the great variety of talent in his school. 
There is the musical—let him bring out in duets, 
solos and quartettes such as perhaps have never 
sung in public—then there are always those who 
can give a short instructive recitation. If he has 
a poet or poethss, utilize such talent; and so, in a 
great variety of ways, he can benefit individuals, 
instruct and entertain the school; may help to 
make the hour attractive to such as may not enter 
so fully into the spirit of the religious teachings 
of the day, and this can be directed so thet all may 
be in keeping with the day and the hour. 

To direct this work successfully the superin- 
tendent must know his scholars, he must be 
prompt, enthusiastic, witty and wise. Just such 
&@ man as you will find in nearly every 
Sunday school in our fair city.

notes given for the price of @hrashing ma- 
chine, the defendant having pleaded that he 
was induced to sign them by false and fraudu- 
lent representations of plaintiff that the ma- 
chine was good and reasonably suited for 
thrashing wheat, when in fact it was worth- 
less and unsuited for such purpose, which fact 
was known to plaintiff when he made 
the representations, and that the  de- 
fects in it were latent, known to plaintiff when 
he made the representations, but which could 
not be seen by defendant or detected by the 
use of ordinary diligence; also warranty ex- 
press and implied; and recoupment for dam- 
ages sustained in repairing and attempting to 
operate the machine; the evidence being con- 
flicting, and the judge being satisfied with the 
verdict, there was no abuse of discretion in 
denying a new trial. 

2. Whether or not the representations testified 
to have been made by the plaintiff amounted 
to an express warranty, yet where the evi- 
dence tended to show that there might have 
been an implied warranty, testimony as to the 
items of expense incurred by defendant in re- 
pairing and trying to run the machine, and 
that it was worthless, was admissible. 

3. It being for the jury to decide, under con- 
flicting evidence as to the truth ofthe pleas, 
whether the sale of the machine and the sign- 
ing of the notes were procured by fraud, and 
whether there wasa latent defect known to 
the plaintiff and not discoverable by the de- 
fendant, it was proper togivein charge sec- 
tions 2654, 3173-5, of the code. 

4. Under such pleas and evidence, it was 
not erroneous to charge that if the plaintiff, in 
selling the machine, made the representations 
alleged, and they were relied upon by the de- 
fendant in buying it and giving his notes, and 
if it was not such a one as represented but was 
defective in a particular unknown todefendant, 
not open to hisinspection and not ascertainable 
by the exercise of ordinary prudence and 
caution, and stich defect rendered it wholly 
worthless, then there would be a total 
failure of consideration and the plaintiff could 
not recover. Code, §§2957, 3174; 36 Ga. 648; 
44 Ga. 237. 

5. Nor wasiterror to charge thatif the ma- 
chine was not wholly worthless, but was of 
some value, the plaintiff would be entitled to 
recover that value, unless the defendant was 
entitled to recoup damages against him on 
account of expenses incurred in repairin 
the machine and trying to operate it; andi 
he incurred such damages, reer, all ordinary 
and reasonable care and skill in trying. to 
operate the machine and not continuing 
his efforts and expense longer than a man 
of ordinary care and prudence would have 
done, and could not operate it, he would be 
entitled to recoup against the plaintiff the 
damages sustained on account of such ex- 

venses ; but if before incurring such expenses 

e found out, or asa reasonable and prudent 
man ought to have found out, thatit was im- 
practicable to operate the machine, he could 
not charge the plaintiff with such expenses. 
Code, §2912; 44Ga. 241. 

6. It appearing that the seller knew the pur- 
pose for which the buyer intended to use the 
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| machine, that it was not in running order at 
the time of the sale on account of certain de- 
fects which the seller pointed out, stating 
that these could repaired by the 
expenditure of twenty or twenty-five 
dollars, and that these repairs were 
made; and there being no proof that the seller 
expressly refused to warrant, and the nature 
of the transaction not showing that there could 
have been no implied warranty, it was not 
error under the code, §2651 (which differs 
from the common law rule), to charge on the 
subject of implied warranty. 

7. After charging thatif there was an im- 
~s warranty and there were hidden defects 
n the machine, it was the duty of the defend- 
ant to have them repaired by some person 
competent to doit, and the measure of dam- 
ages against the plaintiff would be the cost of 
putting the machinein such condition as he 
represented it to be, it was not error to add 
that if such repairs would have cost more than 
the amount o —* debt, the defendant 
was not under obligation to have them made.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


fhe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 9.—The holidays have passed, 
July disbursements are out of the way and the 
shifting of loans in consequence of disbursements 
must now be completed, but the demand for secu- 
rities expected does not as yet make its appear- 
ance. Evenin the bond department, where an 
investment demand is likely to be first felt, there 
is no more animation or strength than in the share 
list, and advocates of higher prices are disap- 
pointed, to say the least, and are casting around 
for an explanation for the failure of the little 
boom to matertalize. The last one offered is that 
London has yet had no time to recover from the 
effects of the monetary disturbances in South 
America, and in fact that disturbances are not yet 
past, as alarming reports from that quarter indi- 
cate. When London recovers from these disturb- 
ances they say there willagain spring up a de- 
mand for American securities, and the expected 
rise willthen occur. The fact remains, however, 
that New York leads the market for American se- 
curities,and London and the rest of the world fol- 
lows, and until there is less anxiety on the part of 
domestic speculators London is not likely to take 
hold, in a large way, of our stocks. The confer- 
ence committee in congress has agreed upon a sil- 
ver bill, but expected legislation on that subject 
no longer seems to have the power to move the 
market either up or down, and operators are now 
waiting for railroad troubles to be adjusted, and 
of late the impression has grown that some of the 
most influential magnates of the railroad world 
are lukewarm in their desire to fix matters, their 
ultimate object being a modification or repeal of 
the interstate law on the long and short haul clause. 
The market is left sensitive to small influences, 
but nothing scems to have the power to move it 
more than fractions. Today the strong tone of 
yesterday was reversed by the weakness of Chi- 
cago Gas, under the combined efforts of the pro- 
posed opposition and the rumored action to be 
taken by Chicago city authorities to nullify the 
charters of companies comprising the trust. The 
declines re@alting had more the appearance of a 
well executed raid onthe general list, however, 
than an efiect of the weakness of Chicago Gas, and 
late in the day there was a considerable recovery 
of the early losses. The bears again came to the 
front in the last hour, however, with a scare about 
an advance in the rate of discount of the bank of 
England and a further export of gold from this 
port. The close was weak at about the lowest 
prices of the day. Sales of listed aggregated 
158,000 shares, unlisted 8,000.
